People* e Ooveruments 

1. Merchants will he permitted to transport ccMiodities In or oat of the 
oity with the exception of the following, which are government controlled: g"na, 
SMnmltlob, saltpetei, eulfar, sine, lead, antimony# nickel, antimony sulfide, 
1ST, acids (Including hyi_ ^cyanic, sulfuric, hydrochloric and nitric acids), 
radio tranemlttere, bullion, foreign ourrency, wireless telephones, and receivers 
and transmitters • 

2, All production units of government agencies and military forces, state 
enterprises, and cooperatives managed by balen government or above desiring to 
purchase government -controlled or noncontrolled ocnaodlties in the oity must 
regli/tsy with the T'len-ching Trust Company. Marwovrr, the purchasing nnot be 
entrusted to this company and an export license mast be obtained before the com- 
modities are removed from the oity. Violators will be subject to punishment un- 
der military code. 

3* Merchants planning tc go to a blandly arts or cities under military 
control to purchase or sell large amounts of noogoverxmeat -controlled goods must 
first file an application for a trading lloenaa at 6ne of the branch offices of 
the industry and Ccmmvroe Bureau. This license will permit the applicant to 
enter such areas; upon returning to the city, it must be surrendered. Bo addi- 
tion, the Individual will be required to submit to the office issuing the license 
a report shoving the type and quantity of goods brought Into tbs city.
